A n online fundraiser is underway for an - 
18-year-old seriously injured in an 
assault following what police called a road rage 
incident in East Hampton Village in August. 
David Peralta-Mera, a college student who 
was working as a server at Dopo La Spiaggi 
restaurant in East Hampton, is at home in 
Springs recovering from emergency surgery 
which required the removal of his skull cap 
to stem bleeding to his brain. His attorney 
Edmond Chakmakian said he is suffering from 


_ cognitive issues. 


“He survived dangerous brain surgery, 
but was left with hospital bills approaching 
$100,000,” Kurt Wenzel wrote on the 
GoFundMe.com page he set up on September 
20. “Any financial relief you could offer David 
and his family would be a great help during an 
extremely difficult time,” he said. 

More than $23,000 had been raised as 
of Tuesday. 

Peralta, an East Hampton High School grad- 
uate who was supposed to start his junior year 
at St. John’s University, filed a civil suit against 
the alleged perpetrator, Charles H. Streep, the 
31-year-old nephew of the actress Meryl Streep, 
in September. Chakmakian also asked the 
Suffolk County District Attorney’s office to pur- 
sue hate crime charges, claiming Streep spewed 
racial epithets at his Latino client during the 
attack in the Chase Bank parking lot on August 
24. Streep, a former college athlete, allegedly 
put Peralta in a chokehold. 

Meanwhile, the victim’s family organized a 
rally Thursday morning at East Hampton Town 
Justice Court, where the alleged perpetrator 
has a court date. 

Streep is charged with two felonies, 
second-degree assault and second-degree

ang Lee Farms, a certified organic farm in Peconic on the North Fork, 

has been selected for the inaugural AEM-Leopold Conservation Award 
because the farmers there are “real life examples of conservation-minded 
agriculture.” 

Sang Lee, one of Suffolk County’s largest vegetable farms, is owned and 
operated by father and son, Fred and William Lee. They grow more than 100 
varieties of specialty fruit and vegetables on 97 acres, where they use modern 
technology and environmental best practices, such as annual crop rotation 
to assist with pest management, and inter-seeding of cover crops to suppress 
weeds, increase soil fertility and to protect and conserve water resources. 

The award is bestowed by the Sand County Foundation, a national non- 
profit conservation organization, first created in 1967 to protect the land 
surrounding the famous “Shack” property of Aldo Leopold, known to be 
America’s foremost conservation thinker. In 1949, Leopold wrote “A Sand 
County Almanac,” introducing conservation ideas and the notion of indi- 
vidual responsibility for private land management, while recognizing that 
a landowner’s profitability and economic growth are tied to conservation 
success. The Sand County Foundation continues to help landowners and

‘ve started doing podcasts for Dan’s Papers. 
It’s very exciting. It’s like having somebody 
over to the house for a visit. We face each other 
on Zoom, and although the podcast is only audio, 
the fact is that I, having an official guest, imme- 
diately become a witty, funny, self-confident 


interviewer curious about my visitor, with con- 


versation flowing easily back and forth. If you 
go to DansPapers.com or YouTube and type in 
“Who's Here in the Hamptons,” you'll hear how 
all this comes out. 

In the past three weeks I’ve interviewed, 


_among others, Dottie Herman, CEO of Douglas 


Elliman Real Estate; Alan Furst, America’s most 
acclaimed writer of spy and war novels; Joe 
Delia, the rock and roller who has done the musi- 
cal scores of more than a dozen movies and TV 
episodic films; Brooke Lea Foster, the up-and- 
coming romance novelist for Simon & Schuster;

We'll have a Memorial Day Preview Parade and 
then the Memorial Day parade, we'll double the 
time for the annual Rose Show in Southampton, 
the Fourth of July fireworks will be not only for 
the Fourth of July but also the next night, which 
was the Sending Out Copies of the Declaration 
of Independence by Horseback to All the State 
Governors Day. We'll have two big galas for the 
hospital—one in formal dress and the one the 
next day as a costume party. We'll have a four-day 
Dan’s Taste of Two Forks food event instead of it 
lasting two days, we'll have one Robert Wilson’s 
Water Mill Gala on the last day of July and the 
next one on the first of August, an actual Artist- 
Writers Softball Game doubleheader in Herrick 
Park, with each game featuring a different group 
of players. 

We'll have a two-day Fishermen’s Fair in 
Springs, a marathon 48-hour Dan’s Papers Kite 
Fly in Sagaponack, a two-weekend Shinnecock 


PowWow, a two-week-long Hampton Classic . 


Horse Show with two Grand Prix Events at the 
end, each with a $100,000 first prize. We'll have 
two days of the East Hampton Library Book Fair 
featuring one set of books on Saturday and another 
set of books on Sunday, and a two-week-long 
Stony Brook Southampton Writers Conference. 
We'll have a two-week Hamptons International 
Film Festival rather than just one for a week, 
we'll have two U.S. Opens at Shinnecock—one 
for golf and one for tennis—a Montauk Music 
Festival that lasts the entire month of August, 
and Harborfest at Sag Harbor not only for one 
weekend but two. 

Finally, where we _ usually have the 
annual tag-team reading of Moby Dick in early 
August on a Sag Harbor weekend—the book 
has one entire chapter on Sag Harbor—we'll 
follow it up with a’ second-week-of-August 
tag-team reading of Peter Benchley’s book Jaws, 
which Steven Spielberg turned into a movie that, 
as a special treat next summer, we will show 
outdoors for three consecutive nights under a 
tent behind the Sagaponack General Store. (The 
fictional town of Amity in the book was actually. 
Sagaponack.) 

And then summer will be over. And we'll be 
so tired, we will have the Polar Bear Plunge the 
Tuesday after Labor Day weekend, followed by 
a nice hot shower and then, of course, a second 
Polar Bear Plunge on New Year’s Day.

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STAND UP AND BE COUNTED 


East End Funding at Risk as 2020 
Census Deadline Looms

I t takes 10 minutes. And the repercussion could be felt for the next 10 years. Or beyond. Yet for all its 
consequence, the constitutionally mandated 2020 decennial Census has been plagued by more problems 
than progress. The COVID-19 pandemic caused obvious delays as Census-takers could not go door to door 
and follow up with households that did not respond. The date for ending the enumeration has changed sev- 
eral times, and the Trump administration has tried to block undocumented immigrants from being counted. 

Locally, politicians and community groups have endeavored to drive home the fact that if you don’t fill 
out the Census, your community could lose critical funding. Still, response rates from those living in the 
five East End towns has staggered behind the state and county averages, despite an influx of more perma- 
nent residents who left New York City because of the coronavirus. This increase in the number of people 
permanently calling the Hamptons and the North Fork home is of particular concern and must be tallied 
accurately in order for local municipalities to receive enough federal money to provide the services the true 
population demands. 

“Census data is used to determine how much funding Suffolk County will get from the federal and state 
governments for hospitals, schools, roads, and other public services,” said Legislator Bridget Fleming, 
who hosted a “Countdown to be Counted” over Zoom on September 22. In fact, more than $675 billion 
distributed to states each year for schools, roads, health insurance, and disaster programs, is based on 
Census data. 

The Census asks a few simple questions of every household, such as the number of people living in your 
home, their age and sex. Responses to inquiries about Hispanic origins help federal agencies monitor com- 
pliance with anti-discrimination provisions. Questions about the kind of home you live in (an apartment, 
house, mobile home) and if the home is owned or rented help indicate the state of the nation’s economy and 
help with the administration of housing programs. 

“The results of the census also determine the number of seats each state will have in the U.S. House of 
Representatives, and they are used to draw congressional and state legislative districts. This count is only 
done every 10 years, and we need to make this year count,” Fleming noted. 

As of October 4, the national self-response rate is 66.70%, while the New York rate is 63.8% (though the 
census bureau says 99% have been counted). Most self-responses have been filled out online. 

In Suffolk, 68.2% have responded so far, higher than the state’s response rate, but on the East End the 
numbers have been woefully lagging behind. 

Shelter Island Town has had a mere 32.8% response rate, only slightly bettered by East Hampton Town 
with 35.1%. Southampton Town’s self-response rate is at 41.6%, Southold at 42.2% and Riverhead at 61.6%. 

Various initiatives have been held island-wide in an effort to drive Census data up, especially as the short- 
ened September deadline neared. In the spring, the Census deadline was extended until October 31. But, 
over the summer, the Trump administration abruptly announced it would end the count October 31 due to 
pandemic delays, but then moved the date even further up to September 30. 

With one week to spare, a federal judge in California ordered the U.S. Census Bureau to stick to the 
original Halloween deadline. Still, Commerce Secretary Wilbur Ross said the “target date” was October 5, 
despite the ruling, and the battle could drag out in court. 

On September 17, a caravan of vehicles traveled from the North and South Forks to a rally at the County 
Center in Riverhead. The rally was co-sponsored by several East End Latino and Indigenous groups includ- 
ing Sepa Mujer, Organizacién Latino-Americana of Eastern Long Island and the Shinnecock Nation as a 
way to reach more people of color. 

“It only takes 10 minutes to fill out the census,” said Southampton Town Supervisor Jay Schneiderman, 
who, with Councilmen Rick Martel and Tommy John Schiavoni, took part in that rally. “And it could be the 
most important 10 minutes you take! We need to help our schools, hospitals and local governments get the 
funding that we deserve from the federal government. We need everyone to be counted, and that means 
where you were living in April. So, those who came out to the East End to stay in their second homes during 
the start of the pandemic, you need to be counted here.” 

In the final weeks of August, Census Bureau workers finally started going door-to-door on the East End. 
Food pantries and local libraries offered help. The Suffolk Cooperative Library System even deployed its 
Livebrary.com outreach bus, known as SLED (Suffolk Libraries Empower Discovery), to various libraries 
across the East End to assist people with filling out the census. 

“Libraries recognize the critical importance of a complete consensus count for our region and appreciate 
the support and assistance of Suffolk County, the Long Island Foundation, and the Census Bureau with 
making sure that happens,” Suffolk Cooperative Library Director Kevin Verbesey said at the time. 

New York State Assemblyman Fred W. Thiele Jr., who has been using his Instagram account to help 
spread the word, has also tried to drive home the fact that the results will impact our local communities for 
the next decade. 

“It also determines the distribution of federal funds to our state to support such programs and services 
such as Medicare, Medicaid, Head Start, schools, hospitals” Thiele said, “and so much more.”

While her marriage to Fosse was marred by his many 

infidelities, the two were incredibly compatible creative collaborators, and 

she often served as not only a dancer for his projects but as an assistant 


choreographer and dance coach. 

The relationship between Verdon and Fosse was dramatized in the 
critically acclaimed, eight-part limited series Fosse/Verdon on FX in 2019. 
Williams played Verdon to Sam Rockwell’s Fosse, and the series won 
Williams an Emmy for Outstanding Lead Actress in a Limited Series. 
Verdon and Fosse’s daughter, Nicole, a lifelong Hamptonite, was a 
producer for the show. 

Today, Verdon’s final Hamptons home in Quogue—she also lived in East 
Hampton—is on the market for the first time ever. Asking $8.95 million,

United States Life-Saving Station until the United States 
Life-Saving Service merged with the Revenue Cutter 
Service and formed the United States Coast Guard in 
19713, 

Yes—before Verdon made the beachside spot her lovely 
summer home, the house was the site of some daring 
rescues, including the infamous wreck of the AUGUSTUS 
HUNT coal schooner on January 23 1904, in which eight 
people lost their lives. During the tragic incident, two 
Quogue Station Surfmen risked their lives and managed 
to save two of the AUGUSTUS HUNT’s crew. The surfmen, 
Frank D. Warner and William F. Halsey, were awarded 
Gold Life Saving Medals for their work. Halsey later 
became the Keeper of the station, until it was eventually 
decommissioned and moved to its current location. 

The house still has the original U.S. Life Saving 
Station sign, a boat room, original flooring and various 
memorabilia from its Life Saving Station days. “The 
house has so much that’s special,” says listing agent Enzo 
Morabito of Douglas Elliman Real Estate. “It was owned by 
a legend, and it’s a really great, livable house. I love how 
the modern updates still manage to pay homage to all 
that history.” 

It’s not hard to imagine Verdon gracefully sashaying 
through the house—a house that once served as a rescue 
station for imperiled seafarers—perhaps recalling the 
exact steps of Sweet Charity or Damn Yankees from years 
earlier. What was a place of strife and danger, now a place 
of happiness and solitude for a woman who, after a life in 
bright lights, took a well-deserved break.

Most people think you need a 
designer for the interiors, but it’s more important to have the same design 
attitude throughout the project, which is why Frank Lloyd Wright typically 
designed the house, the interiors, the furniture and even the dishes. I 
really want to design dishes... 


Besides the $10 million-plus house in the Hamptons, I would love to 
design a new library. These are spaces that, despite their small footprint, 
let you have the world at your feet. Where I grew up, there was a local 
Carnegie-funded library that I frequented. It’s since been demolished. But 
I know without that space, I probably would not have gone to college. 


I was raised in northern California, where everything is mountainous, 
and I love that the sites in the Hamptons are mostly flat. The quality of 
light is special. It’s no wonder that artists moved out here to paint. In the 
Hamptons, there’s more elbow room to get creative.

A 
guest curator at the Parrish Museum of Art and a member of the AIA Peconic, 
where he served as a past president, Behrooz always has an eye toward evolving 
his creative process while embracing the artistic history and natural wonders all 
around him. “I don’t just mean the environment in terms of nature, but when 
we do a building, the complete environment—the building itself, the land, the 
neighborhood, the region.” 


In the Hamptons, when I first started here, every building was a shingle-style 
house, back in the 1990s. and I was more interested in contemporary, modern 
looks. Since then, I just did the modern work, and nowadays modern has become 
the norm. I find myself in a place where I’m now looking for ways beyond it, and 
I’m getting very attached to ways of building and design that seem to be more 
timeless and less about style and trend. They might seem to have things in them 
that are traditional and yet at the same time they're new. 


There are a couple things that come together here that are absolutely unique to 
the Hamptons. One is the fact that the Hamptons has such an incredible history 
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of art, of artistic creation and architectural creation, so the energy that is there, 
that somehow sustains the galleries we have there, the artists we have in the 
area, I feel that’s not something that every small town or coastal town has. And 
it’s a very high quality of art that we have around us. That is very important. 

The second thing is the quality of light is also really special. To build in this 
environment, where we have the open sky and views of the ocean and the way 
the light bounces off both sides of the island, that’s really wonderful. The third 
thing for me is the quality of our builders. We can build buildings here incredibly 
well, whether the budgets are small or high. We have some incredible builders, so 
we can execute pretty much anything that comes to mind. And lastly, there are 
people who here or live here who seem very open to experimenting with ideas 
and ways of inhabiting a space that’s not like grandma’s house. That also makes 
it very unique. 


I recall a client of mine, a couple, and we met over a good year-long period, 
regularly. And the husband would hardly say much, other than nod and give 
complimentary words here and there. One day he asked to come see me by 
himself, and he came in and we sat there for about two hours and I just kept 
discussing the project more and more, and he still wouldn't say anything. And 
on the way out, almost, he said, “I think you should introduce a mistake.” And 
that just absolutely floored me. What does he mean by that? I’ve made this 
building as perfect as can be. I pondered that for a long time, and I really got to 
absorb the sentiment, which is that imperfection is welcome. When things are 
absolutely perfect, they become sterile. But a house has warmth because there 
are imperfections. That’s the best advice I’ve ever gotten.

Design challenges—to solve some of the most restricting circumstances 
can lead you to explore new design paths you never would have

design, the power of legacy and palette of the East End. 
Landscape design as a medium is shaped by an animated 
set of tools and methods. A landscape is movement and color, and I 
strive to form designs that balance my vision with the restless vision of 
the environment. I'd describe my approach as bringing intention to the 
unpredictability of nature in a way that creates something new, something 
that doesn’t feel entirely designed or entirely natural. 

Sensitively curating the raw textures, colors and forms of native and 
well-adapted natural elements allows me to build landscapes that feel 
spontaneous. I give flowers, trees, moss and butterflies room to improvise 
within my design, and when you provide the right locus for these elements 
to perform together, they glow—you can feel it. I design to hold and 
heighten that feeling in a way that enhances people’s lives in the most 
sustainable way that I can. 

I was drawn outside from a very early age, and I have many happy 
memories diligently tending my vegetable garden, arranging the plants 
in a way that I hoped would impress my family and yield delicious 
ingredients for my favorite dishes. My love for landscape design was further 
nourished by the Brazil that I came of age in, where public displays of 
stunning ecological projects were on the rise and figures like Roberto Burle 


Marx, Lota de Macedo Saores and Oscar Niemeyer were making their mark. 


I’m an art collector and I love animation. People think of paintings 
when they think of landscape design, but I’ve always been drawn to 
animated landscapes, where an idea can be expressed in moving color— a 
heightened impression of the real. Particularly I’m inspired by the precise 
use of color to create mood in animated landscapes. I think a lot about 
how every color is going to interact, and how to curate that in a way that 
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gestures towards a specific atmosphere. In animation the landscape 
contributes to the narrative, and I design gardens in much the same way, 
to enhance and contribute to the narrative of the home, of my clients’ 
lives. A garden can feel romantic, or even quiet, or entertaining, it’s all 
about building a story in color and texture. 

It almost goes without saying that I’m inspired by the natural beauty of 
the East End. I’ve been all over the world, and there’s just no place like it. 
The soil is rich and fertile, the oceans are sparkling, the monarchs visit every 
year, and the wetlands are dense and full of life—for a landscape designer, 
it’s a full palette. When I was first considering settling here, I passed farm 
after farm driving around, and I took that as a sign that the plants I was 
hoping to design with could thrive here, that the land here was made to be 
alive and cared for. 

All of my projects have been dream projects because building a career 
designing in such a beautiful place is what I wanted to do, but if I had 
to think of something that I would hope to work on in the future, I’d say 
a public project. A project that could be enjoyed and experienced by the 
public, is environmentally friendly, and does something to restore an area 
that needs to be cared for. 

Legacy is important to me. My legacy is first and foremost my children, 
Lorenzo and Livia, who grew up in the Hamptons and I’m proud to say 
share my love of art and nature. I also hope to leave a legacy of colorful, 
thriving, sustainable gardens and landscapes on the East End. I’ve been 
contacted by graduate students in Brazil who wanted to write about my 
work as a landscape designer here, and it feels wonderful to have inspired 
another generation of young sustainable designers. I hope that Unlimited 
Earth Care has encouraged people to care for the environment and learn 
to love life outside.

ascination is a funny thing—it’s not as all-consuming as an obsession 
but more so than an interest. It’s like a faint ringing in the distance, in 
the back of our minds, beckoning us to pursue it and answer the call. Joe 
Badilla, founder of Bridgehampton-based Badilla Painters, Inc., answered. 

Emigrating from Costa Rica to the United States in the early ‘80s, Badilla 
brought with him a fascination for paints and finishes. He followed that 
passion to a high-end Hamptons company where he developed a keen eye 
for aesthetics and an expert ear that could pinpoint what clients truly desired, 
even if they can’t communicate it.

Badilla invests a great sum of money in research into design trends 
and breakthroughs in finishing technology. “One thing we always try 
to do is understand the trends and who are the trendsetters, and to 
really take advantage of this beautiful opportunity—working with 
the best and most talented designers and architects in the New 
York area. By doing that early and by being fascinated by beautiful 
finishes, we knew that we had to evolve our business structure, 
looking for efficiency in the process and delivering on the best 
possible quality. One of the most challenging things is providing new 
tools to the designers. By their own nature, they're always evolving 
and looking for the next new thing,” he says. “We are always doing 
research and looking for new products on the market. Doing that 
creates a great opportunity to provide designers with new tools, 
which allows them to provide their customers with new choices.” 

One of Badilla’s latest discoveries is magnetic plaster. Magnetic 
paint was introduced to the market a few years ago, but it doesn’t 
hold enough metals in it to produce strong magnetism. A new 
magnetic plaster was recently created in Europe that's much 
stronger and paintable. “Just imagine painting every wall the same 
color, knowing that one of them is magnetized for you to use for 
presentations,” he says. “You go in, you use it for your presentation, 
then you remove everything, and it’ll look like nothing was ever 
there.” 

Another unique service Badilla Painters brings to the table is 
custom chrome finishing, which can turn wood, plastic, glass and 
some other types of furniture and accent pieces into a major wow 
factor. “It’s all about chemical effects. We look at the substrate 
and need to condition the surface to make sure it doesn’t transfer 
humidity, so it has to be properly coated. Once we accomplish that, 
we chrome the surface, making the base look like a mirror. Then, 
through a combination of colors, we can create a bronze, gold, rose 
gold or chrome finish. It’s a great tool for interior designers,” Badilla 
explains. “If we can paint it, we can chrome it!” 

During the pandemic, Badilla has placed added focus on making 
homes feel like lavish destinations, with kitchen cabinets and 
bedroom vanities that can be finished onsite with the use of UV 
light technology. This cutting-edge curing technique dries paint 
instantly and with increased durability. “In kitchen refinishing, we use 
a much better product than anybody else,” he notes. “I always find 
it fascinating to invest in something different that separates us from 
other companies.” 

In most situations, Badilla recommends that kitchens need only 
be refinished, not replaced. “In a lot of the beautiful homes, people 
spend a lot of money on kitchens, but you don’t need to replace the 
whole thing. It’s a major investment! What you need to do is refinish 
it to give it a new life. By refinishing the kitchen and installing new 
hardware, the kitchen comes back to life!” 

With any job, using green materials is a top priority for Badilla and 
his clients. “When people look for oil-based products, we try to tell 
them that water-based products are the best way to go, but a lot of 
our customers are environmentally conscious,” he says, adding that 
he is constantly on the lookout for new eco-friendly products that 
don’t contain volatile organic compounds (VOC). “Everything we use 
is either low VOC or zero VOC.” 

At the end of the day, Badilla’s No. 1 priority is simply to 
guarantee that he and his team make the client happy. “When 
we go to a job site, we ask if the customer is smiling and if there's 
anything we can do to make the process better,” he says. “We make 
sure we re able to eliminate stress before it happens.”

ith many of us extending our stay on the East 

End, transforming our once summer homes 
into everyday abodes, our Manhattan addresses run 
the risk of being neglected. This time of year, when 
hurricane season becomes snowstorm season, it’s 
especially important to maintain our properties and 
take preventative measures to minimize potential 
damage. Gary Mindlin, co-founder and owner of Top 
Hat Home Service, shares some tips to keep your 
townhome, condo or brownstone safe this season. 
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Forty percent of homeowners will suffer from water 
damage, whether it’s due to a storm or some other 
plumbing catastrophe. It’s also the area in which most 
claims are rejected by insurers. To have a better chance 
of avoiding water damage, especially during severe 
storms, keep an eye on the sump pump, the basement, 
drains and water sensor. 

Dump about a gallon of water at least once a month 
up to the fill line to make sure that the sump pump is 
working. The sump pump also needs to be cleaned if 
it’s slightly older. And don’t forget to make sure it’s 
plugged in. 

Take a look around your basement. Check for signs 
of previous water penetration or pools of water. If you 
see signs of water, it might be seeping through cracks 
in the foundation, which can lead to mold and mildew, 
which means costly repairs. There have been many 
backups in New York from the sewage system, so make 
that extra trip downstairs during a storm. In order to 
avoid many water-related problems, check your water 
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down smoothly. 

Ask your alarm company to install water sensors 
or water bugs. A water bug is a water sensor tied 
into your alarm system that will detect leaks and 
alert you if there is a leak. This is invaluable, 
especially if you have a leak when you're away 
from home. Also, always have a water vacuum on 
hand. They're handy in case you do get water in 
your basement. 
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It can’t be overstated how important it is to keep 
gutters, scuppers and downspouts clear of debris, 
securely attached and protected. If your gutters are 
full of leaves, water will overflow, causing exterior and 
interior damage. And if they’re not covered, you're 
allowing more debris into the gutter than it most 
likely can handle. If they're not properly attached 
or you have pointing issues, water can seep into 
your home. 

You also need to make sure that there’s 
proper drainage away from the house. Otherwise, 
water will flow towards instead of away from 
your foundation.

Always keep in mind that umbrellas and other loose 
objects can turn into missiles if the winds are strong 


enough. Many windows have been broken and siding 


damaged due to flying outdoor furniture. When a 
storm is coming, bring in any furniture that’s likely to 
be blown around and clear the area of smaller clutter, 
like planters, privacy walls or other décor. 


DIRTY GUTTERS CAN CAUSE MORE DAMAGE THAN YOU MIGHT THINK 


There have been more power outages in the city than 
usual. This can lead to a dangerous power surge or loss 
of electricity. Newer appliances and major electronic 
equipment are much more sensitive to a power outage 
because of their reliance on sensitive circuit boards. 
It’s strongly advised that you invest in surge protectors 
and a backup electrical supply. Many companies are 
making these now, making them easier to get your 
hands on. ff.

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The Long Pout: The Not-So-Basics of Bwigundy

urgundy. Nicknamed the “queen” of French wine regions, Burgundy is complex, 
dramatic and above all, elegant. This wine region has everything—trade 
wars, medieval politics, family rivalry. Think Game of Thrones meets Succession, 
just with grapes. These wines first became famous in the 14th century, during 
the Babylonian Captivity of the Papacy in Avignon. For those of you who are a 
bit rusty on your medieval history, this is the time when seven popes resided 
in France rather than Rome and, after the arrest, torture and execution 
of Pope Boniface VIII by the King of France. During this time, the 
papacy forbade the import and export of wines made in Burgundy, 
launching Burgundy as the “It Girl” of the 14th century wine world. 
In the 18th century, the King of France pretty much swiped the lands 
owned by the Catholic Church in Burgundy and did what any monarch of 
the time would do—sell them off one by one to the bourgeoise to finance 
whatever war, bribery or home décor he needed to finance. After all, those 
2,300 rooms in Versailles weren’t exactly going to decorate themselves. 
Enter the complex, byzantine laws of the Napoleonic code. As Gerald Asher once 
said, “Bordeaux is a hierarchy, whereas Burgundy is a democracy.” The Napoleonic 
Code, which did away with a single heir system, mandated that a vineyard 
be split equally among all heirs. Democratic? Sure. Confusing? Absolutely. After 
a few years, some families owned a single row of vines, leading to a rather 
complex structure of 84 different appellations (i.e. wine geographic regions) 
and the rise of...the negociants. Think of negociants as the derivative traders 
of the wine world, picking grapes from various parcels and bundling them 
together to make a wine. Imagine if Joseph Phelps was no longer Joseph Phelps 
but split among 80 different winemakers—all legally able to call 
themselves Joseph Phelps, but differing wildly in production and 
fermentation methods. Phew. Hopefully that gave you some _ serious 
cocktail conversation for your next party (under 50 people, please). 
If it is high praise to say a wine is complex, then certainly no wine region is 
more complex than Burgundy. But in some ways, it is (deliciously) simple. 
Like pizza (and for that matter, tacos), a glass of Burgundy is always good, 
and when it’s great, it is magical. The region essentially makes Chardonnay

and Pinot Noir (calm down, wine nerds, we will get to the greatness of 
Gamay and Aligote in a future column). It includes the wines regions of 
the Cote D’Or,. Puligny-Montrachet, Beaujolais and, of course, Chablis. 
White burgundy is classically paired with buttery dishes (roast chicken, 
sole meuniere, pot pie), rich seafood (scallops, crab, lobster, monkfish) 
and umami vegetable dishes (wild mushrooms, cauliflower, fennel). 

Called the world’s most flexible food wine for its high acidity, medium body, 
low tannins and medium alcohol, red Burgundy Pinot Noir is ideal for 
sharing in a restaurant amongst friends ordering many different types of entrees. 
Naturally, rich and umami-forward dishes like duck, truffle and mushrooms are 


-perfect with these wines. The queen bee of the Pinot Noir world endures because it 


is light, elegant and complex—but not so in-your-face that it obliterates everything 
but a massive steak. 


Here are some’ of our __ favorite regions in Burgundy: 
Chardonnay—Meursault A classic Meursault is akin to licking a 
marshmallow while smelling a vanilla bean: it is rich, decadent and 
powerful. Though the French oak characteristics certainly differ from 
the American sort, California Chardonnay fans will find a lot to love 
in these wines compared to their more austere cousins to the South. 
Chardonnay—Chablis The Black Sheep of White Burgundy, Chablis is 
actually closer to the Champagne region of France than to Burgundy. 
Similar to Sancerre, Chablis’ soil was once home to an_ ancient 
seabed that gives the wine notes of salt and fossilized aquatic life. 
Pinot Noir—Gevrey Chambertin The Gold standard for red 
Burgundy wines, these wines have the characteristics of a classically 
dressed country Frenchman; elegantly rustic and smelling of smoke. 
Pinot Noir—Fixin More intensely powerful than most other Burgundies, 
Fixin (pronounced Fissin) is our favorite for either a Village-level table wine or 
a finessed Premier Cru. With notes of inky pomegranate, gamey charcuterie, 
and sensual violet flower, this wine was made for the winter dinner table.

Health on the Frontlines: Coxonavvuis Update

n January 25, 2020, I 
found myself at Terminal 

4 of Kennedy Airport, awaiting 
a speaker to arrive from the 
EU, from Belgium, to discuss 
religious freedom at our local 
Greek Christian Church. There 
were flights arriving from 
China, and I noticed almost 
all exiting passengers were 
wearing masks. Quite a few 
were coughing. I went into the 
restroom and several men were taking their masks off 
and appeared feverish, coughing and unwell. I decided 
to leave the bathroom, holding my breath while exiting. 

I went to the café to get a coffee and could hear two 
airport workers in mechanic outfits talking about many 
flights from China coming daily to JFK and Newark, but 
for some reason domestic flights on the master board 
in Wuhan were very limited. As a student of history 
and pandemics, I thought of the 1917-18 pandemic and 
how ships arrived from Europe in New York, followed 
by thousands of Spanish Flu deaths in the tri-state 
area. Because I have been involved with buying medical 
equipment in the past for our local hospital, missionary 
trips, and putting defibrillators in all the Southampton 
town and village police cars, an emergency meeting 
of the Hamptons Health Society was called to begin 
ordering masks, gowns, gloves, ventilators, high flow 
nasal oxygen machines, pulse oximeters, Lysol, alcohol 
and hand sanitizer. 

With small and large donations, we were able 
to get many of the supplies we needed to keep our 
frontline hospital, EMS and police safe, as well as 
distribute masks to all of the East End towns and 
villages. Everyone came together like a big family, our 
congressmen, state senators, town supervisors, village 
mayors, police chiefs, the sheriff, PBAs, DA office, EMS, 
fire departments, doctors, nurses, cleaning teams, 
clerks and many more to prepare for a battle e deans an 
invisible, microscopic giant killer yet é 
to be named COVID-19. This virus 
spread quickly and little was known 
about how to tackle it. 

Out here we were blessed to have 
Howard Sklarek, M.D. running our

and medicines we needed. On TV, there would be news 
conferences, but never a real doctor who actually treats 
patients—only government epidemiologists. 

Before internet, social media and cable news, 
there was the 1967-68 Hong Kong Flu, with more 
than 100;000 dead in the USA 
and 1 million worldwide. Life 
continued and super spreader 
events like Woodstock went on. 
Throughout history, whenever 
humanity overcrowds in cities,

is one of the few people in the world eating healthy and in history last 16-18 months and 


with four board certifications. In 
addition, we had Dr. Tassiopoulos, 
the Chairman of Vascular Surgery at 
Stony Brook University, developing 
protocols with his team to stop the 
peculiar blood clots, strokes and 
embolisms the virus caused. The 
entire health care system out on the 
East End rallied and was fortunate 
to have one of the highest success rates in the country 
for treating COVID-19. Hospital administrators such as 
Robert Ross and Bob Chaloner worked tirelessly seven 
days a week. There were more than 30 respiratory 
therapy heroes under the leadership of Jeff Russell, 
director of respiratory care, on the front lines, keeping 
people alive on ventilators and oxygen around the clock. 
We were in a war with an invisible monster with some 
scary moments and confusion. The Surgeon General 
and head of the AMA said masks were not needed early 
on. Dr. Anthony Fauci spoke on 970 AM Radio, CATS 
Roundtable radio show on January 25, and when asked 
if this was something we should worry about, said, “I 
don’t think so.” Our supply chain of masks and gowns

go in two or three waves and 
eventually burn out. The virus 
mutates and learns that if it 
keeps killing off its human hotel 
hosts, it won't survive itself. 
These killer strains of RNA 
take over the cells in our body, 
launch an attack against them. 
The inflammation caused by our 
immune system response is what causes the cytokine 
storm in our lungs, and the fluid generated is like 
drowning as it blocks the oxygen from permeating into 
our lungs. Besides fever, cough, headache, body aches, 
nausea and vomiting, this virus has presented with 
symptoms like loss of smell, called “anosmia.” 

I spoke with one of the leading dermatologists in the 
country from NYU, Dr. Kenneth Mark, who has offices 
in the Hamptons, who told me about a symptom called 
COVID Toes—swollen, pink, red or even purple. This 
condition mimicked a diagnosis called “Chilblains,” in 
which painful inflammation of small blood vessels 
occurs in response to repeated exposure to cold; in the 
case of COVID, it was due to compromised circulation.

In addition, he mentioned that several patients had 
peculiar head and body hair loss. Fortunately, we 
are learning more about therapeutics, ready-made 
antibodies and vaccines that will soon be available. 

We are wearing masks, washing hands, social 
distancing, using UV-C lights in our central air and 
heating systems, and UV sanitizer boxes to zap our 
mail packages and groceries. (Shimon Peretz of Shape 
and Structure on Mariner Drive in Southampton 
makes them locally). Washing hands, wearing masks, 
social distancing, eating healthy and avoiding crowded 
indoor spaces will help tackle the virus. 

In the coming weeks, we will cover the details of 
ways to help us all get through this. We will be 
speaking to an integrative medicine specialist, 
Dr. Magdalena Swierczewski, who will update us on 
vitamins, minerals and foods to boost our immune 
systems during COVID. We will also update you on 
the amazing work of Dr. Yianacopoulos, a Columbia 
University trained MD PhD, whose company will be 
releasing ready-made monoclonal antibodies to give 
many at-risk and frontline doctors, nurses and hospital 
staff protection. We will be reporting on the amazing 
work of Dr. David Ho of Columbia University, who 
invented the “HIV Cocktail” antiviral treatment that 
saved many lives from AIDS. His work at Columbia 
has isolated antibodies from COVID patients that will 
fit like a condom over the spike protein of coronavirus 
that is like a needle that enters and infects our cells 
with COVID. I look forward to sharing this news from 
real doctors and scientists on the frontlines with the 
Dan’s Papers audience.

ouglas Elliman has reported an unprecedented sales volume in the Hamptons 

during the summer months of 2020. In July and August, new signed contracts 
for single family sales more than doubled year over year and new listings across all 
property types have been rising sharply due to high demand. In July 2020, Elliman 
recorded a staggering $307 million in signed contracts—up from $74 million in 
July 2019. In August 2020, Elliman recorded $313 million in signed contracts—up 
from $89 million in August 20109. 

“We have never seen a busier Hamptons market than the one we experienced 
from April through Labor Day of 2020 and there appears to be no slowdown in 
sight,” said Todd Bourgard, Douglas Elliman’s Senior Executive Regional Manager 
of Sales for the Hamptons, in a statement. “We are incredibly proud of the efforts 
and tremendous success of our Hamptons agents, who have worked tirelessly to 
support and meet their clients’ needs throughout this truly unprecedented time.” 

Elliman’s volume of closed sales skyrocketed through August 2020 with a 
recorded $1.23 billion in sales, up from $799 million for the same period in 
2019. Elliman also claimed several of the top 10 Hamptons sales in the first half of 
2020, including 32 Windmill Lane in East Hampton for $37 million and listed by 
Paul Brennan and Martha Gunderson. 

“I want to congratulate our entire Elliman team in the Hamptons on an exciting 
and successful summer,” said Scott Durkin, President and Chief Operating Officer, 
Douglas Elliman. “I am incredibly impressed by this show of dedication and look 
forward to the region’s continued success as we move into an already very busy fall 
season.” 

Other top Elliman sales included: 38 Two Mile Hollow Road in East Hampton 
($24 million) represented by Bonny Aarons and Janette Goodstein; 25 Potato 
Road in Sagaponack ($20.5 million) represented by Douglas Elliman’s Hara 
Kang, Justin Agnello and James Keogh of The Atlantic Team and Michael Lorber 


and Erica Grossman; and 266 and 300 Sagaponack Road in Bridgehampton 
($18.437 million), represented by Eileen O’Neill. 

In August 2020, single family new signed contracts continued their torrid 
upward pace, more than twice year-ago levels, according to Elliman’s New York 
August 2020 New Signed Contracts report, authored by Jonathan Miller, president 
and CEO of Miller Samuel. There were 94 contracts signed in the $1—2 million 
range, up 135% from 2019. In the $2—4 million range, 85 signed contracts showed 
a 270% increase from 2019, while in the $4—5 million range, 22 signed contracts 
showed an increase of a whopping 340% from 2019. Five contracts were signed 
contracts in the $10—-$20 million range, up 150% from the previous year. Condo 
new signed contracts also saw a significant increase. 

“Atthe close of the summer season, the volume of buyers in the Hamptons remains 
huge, and we're seeing a significant uptick in new listings,” continued Bourgard. 
“We're also seeing a major increase in rental market demand, with summer renters 
asking to extend their leases and others looking for mid-September through April 
leases, many of which are going well over asking price. This is new to us and points 
to the strength and momentum of the summer season carrying through to the fall.” 

During the summer, Elliman also accomplished 100% retention of agents, 
further signaling the strength of the brokerage on the East End. With momentum 
leading into the fall, the Hamptons continues to be a hot bed of activity with new 
listings on the rise.
